The 
family physician could find no 
hones broken or internal injuries 
but predicted that because of his 
advanced years the accident would 
cause his death. 

Muenhaupt was born 
phalia.

He was a piano maker until he 
retired 25 yearsago. His wife died 
six years ago at the age of 35. 

Three sons and seven granichii- 
dren survive.

Reporters called on Duenhaupt 
wren he celebrated his 100th birth- 
cay.

Several days before last Christ- 
mas, eight men sat or reclined in 
one of the large rooms of the tu- 
bercular ward at Veterans’ Hos- 
pital, near Jefferson Barracks, and 
laughed weakly at a comedy film 
projected on the wall for their 
amusement. Last Tuesday evening 
one of this number survived to wit- 
ness a similar humorous enter- 
tainment flicker on the wall of the 
same darkened foom 

The sole survivor of this croup 
is\‘‘Tommy” Colinsky, *who was 
born in the heroic little country of 
Belgium. and who is “carrying on™ 
with true Belgian tenacity against 
the aftermath of deadiyv German 
gases, tuberculosis “Tommy Co- 
linsky, although the only survivor 
of the original croup, was not the 
Sole spectator at Tuesday evening's 
performance. Other “Buddies,” a 
dozen in all. who have been trans- 
ferred to the tuberculosis ae 


since that evening in Decem ber 
kept him company. They lounge 
about the room much as the first 
audience must have done One 
was in bed He expressed no en- 
thusiasm at the prospect of “pic- 
tures.” His head ached, he said 
but “guessed it would be all richt 
since the others liked.’em.” An

Little Lnthusiasm. 

The comedy was good. but 
evoked a minimum of enthusiasm 
from these men to whom the sicn- 
ing of the armistice merely meant 
the beginning of the fight for their 
lives. They sat or lay quietly, al 
most challengingly, and, except for 
several hollow laughs. gave no evi- 
dence of being amused. Several 


left the room before the two short 


films weer run. It was apparent 


that the burden of their fight lay 
heavy upon the majority, or per- 
haps they were thinking of that 
other audience, of whom one now 
only remained 2

The investigators 
want to know why the “moral hazard” is not 
just as much involved in the case of a male 
elevator operator taking a woman up to her 
apartment late at night. 

The injustice seen in the compulsory elim- 
ination of women employes in restaurants 
after 10 p. m. is similarly attacked. The 
waitress, the report continues, is permitted 
to work hard all day through the rush hours, 
when labor is the heaviest and tips the small- 
est. Then after 10, when the work is far 
lighter and the tips larger, she is compelled to 
pess her job along to a man. The law forces 
Ler to do it in order to “protect” her from the 
dangers that lurk about after nightfall.

It seems strange to the officials of the Na- 
tional Woman’s Party that these dangers 
should not also beset the scrubwoman who is 
permitted to toil all night on the floors of 
lonely office buildings, or the woman enter- 
tainers who sing and dance in all-night caba- 
rets. The law does not concern itself about 


their moral risks. And for that reason the re- 
formers are inclined to suspect that male 
competition, or the lack of it, has something 
to do with these inequities. At any rate they 
intend to get at the bottom of it. 

Similar restrictive measures—and if not 
laws, then customs—come/ to light all along 
@he line, it is pointed out. passing over women 
as inferiors where professional prizes are to 
be bad and saddling upon them more than an 
equal share of the penalties when penalties 
instead of prizes are in order. 

What about the case of an illegitimate 
child? the research inquirés. In virtually 
pvery state except Arizona the burden of re- 
sponsibility is placed upon the mether. who 
alone bas custody and control of it. Such a 
child can inherit only from the mother under 
such laws, but there is a jaw in Arizona which 
provides that every child is the legitimate 
child of its natural parents and as such can 
inherit from both of ;:them. Some foreign 
countries, notably Norway, have such laws 
also. Why, the investigators ask, should there 
not be measures to protect illegitimate chil- 
dren in all states? 

Similarly, in most parts of the country, 
women draw the greater punishment in of- 
fenses of a moral character. When question- 
able resorts raided it is the women who 
are arrested and punished, whereas the men, 
equally TN SR are Sete to go free 
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lightest and 
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being regarded as having committed no of- 
fense under the present interpretation of the 
law. The removal of this discrimination is 
another plank strongly supported in the plat- 
form of the woman's party. 


Woman Kept Down in Business 


The handicaps which confront a woman in 
business or industry aside from those affected 
by the night work law are considered in de- 
tail. The notion of woman’s inferiority here 
invariably keeps her down, according to the 
information gathered from industrial con- 
cerns and employment agencies. In times of 
unemployment, when competition for jobs is 
keen, the male applicant is chosen over the 
woman, generaly speaking, although his qual- 
ifications may be less adequate and his sal- 
ary demands greater. Then, when depression 
comes, necessitating the curtailment of em- 
ployes, it is more often the women than the 
men whose services are dispensed with. 

But the discrimination against women in 


. certain lines of business is not entirely at- 


tributable to men and man-made laws, ac- 
cording to the evidence produced in the re- 
search, ; 

Women themselves, it is found, their 
part in making it difficult for members of 
their own sex to advance in some branches of 
commerce and finance. It 5i8 next to impos- 
sible for a woman to become an executive in 
« bank, because when a woman customer 
wants a consultation on financial matters she 
wants it with a man. She has no confidence 
in the judgment of another woman. 


“A study of the records furnished by a 
large number of women lawyers shows that 
in law, as well as in business, the world re- 
gards women as assistants rather than equals 
and that sex prejudice is still to be overcome.”’ 
declares the report. “In the Federal service 
te date only two women have been appointed 
Assistant Attorneys-General of the United 
States, while fewer than six have served as 
Assistant United States Attorneys. In the 
states, even the position of Assistant Attorney- 
General is seldom given to a woman. A few 
women hold local judgeships, but none has 
been appointed as a Federal Judge or Judge 
in the Supreme Court in any state nor in the 
United States Supreme Court."’ 


Women: Lawyers Handicapped 


Thé same attitude is seen reflected in the 
law schools which might prepare women for 
such positions, and again in the law firms to 
whom they might look for employment when 
starting out to. practice. Law schools in 
many states bar women entirely. Even such 
a great institution as Columbia University, 
fn New York, does this very thing, although 
it encourages women on its rolls in other de- 
rartments. Women are permitted to teach

in the United States, and her stryggle for a 
startin practice is made considerably harder 
than it is for the male law graduate because 
few law firms care to take a woman-into part- 
nership or even into their employ in anything 
beyond a secretarial capacity. 

Women doctors, it is shown, experience the 
same handicaps because of their sex. Some 
of the most important medical schools In the 
ccuntry bar women students from their rolls. 
Even if a woman obtains a medical education, 
she has then to contend with a more difficult 
seobleds of getting hospital experience. In 
most city hospitals it is next to impossible for 
women medical graduates to obtain appoint- 
ment as internes., Only 40 out of 482 general 
hospitals examined in the recent survey were 
found to admit them. Thirteen out of 26 
state hospitals for the insane admitted women 
internes, and 15 out of 102 other special in- 
stitutions were open to them. Staff appoint- 
ments were shown to be immeasurably hard- 
er to obtain. 

Progress of women toward equality in jury 
service, however, has been more satisfactory 
tu those behind the woman movement. They 
are now permitted to serve in 23 states, in- 
cluding Alabama, Arkansas, California, Dela- 
ware, Indiana, Idaho, Kansas, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Maine, Michigan, Minnesota’, 
Nevada, New Jersey, North Dakota, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Utah, Washington 
and Wisconsin. In others they still are seek- 
ing the right to exercise their voices officially 


in the administration of justice. 


Bat these discriminations against women 
co not stop with disbarment of the sex from 
an equal chance with men in business and 
the professions, complain the proponents of 
liberation; they extend with even more op- 
pressive tyranny and injustice into the home. 
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Wife’s Services Belong to Husband | 


It is a fact loudly declaimed by the wom- 
on’s party that under the law of some states, 
and New York in particular, a married man 
engaged in his wife’s business has a legal 
claim to payment for his services... But what 
about a wife who works in her husband's busi- 
ness? Can she claim payment for her serv- 
ices? Not at all. Not unléss he is willing. 
The law regards such sérvices as being al- 
ready his. And if hé qs willing to pay and 
does pay, this compensation is not payment 
at all, according to the law, but a “gift,” for 
which the same law presumes her to be duly 
grateful. . 

In the household the servicés of the wife 
belong to the husband in the same measure. 
And the courts do not deprive him of com- 
mon-law right ‘to avail himself of a profit 
er benefit from these services.” Unless a 
contract exists specifying otherwise, all

HE through express on the Rock Island 
road left Chicago at 10:40 p. m., on 
March 12, 1886, with $22,000 in $50 
and $100 bills, in the keeping of Kel- 
logg Nichols, an old-time messenger of 
the United States Express Co. This 
sum had been sent by a Chicago bank, 
to be delivered at the principal bank in Davenport, 
la. In addition to the usual passenger coaches, the 
train drew two express cars, the first, for express 
only, just behind the engine, and, following this, 
one for express and baggage. These cars had end 
doors, which offer the best opportunity to train 
robbers. Messenger Nichols was in the first ear, 
and was duly at his work when the train stopped at 
Joliet, about 40 miles west of Chicago, But at the 
next stop, which was made at Morris, Harry 
Schwartz, a brakeman, came running from Nichols’ 
car, crying: “‘The messenger is dead.” 

“he. messenger’s lifeless body was found lying on 
the floor of the car. The head had been crushed 
by some heavy weapon, and there was a pistol wound 
in the right shonider. Apparentiy he had been over- 
come only after a hard fight. Ulis face was set with 
fierce determination. TIlis fists were elenched. and 
the hands and fincers cut and scratched in a curious 
way, while under the nails were found what proved 
to be bits of human flesh. ‘The pistol’ wound was 
from a weapon of .32 caliber. but it was not the 
cause of the man’s death. This unm'stakably, was 
the blow or blows on the head, probably after the 
shot was fired. Ail who knew Messenger Nichols 
were surprised at the desperate resistanee he seemed 
to have made, for he was a small, light man. not 
more than 5 feet 5 inches tall, nor weighing over 130 
pounds, and of no great credit among his fellows for 
pinck and courage. 

The express car was immediately detached from 
the train. and left at Morris, guarded by all the train 
crow except Schwartz, who was sent on with the 
train to Davenport. After the first cursory inspec- 
tiop nO one was allowed to enter the car where Nich- 
ols lay; and nothing was known precisely as to the 
extent of the robbery. The safe door had been 
fornd open and the floor of the car Mttered with 
the contents of the safe.

once sent out in all girections along the country 
road, and up and down the tracks. Hundreds of 
people joined in the search, for the news of the mur- 
der spread rapidly through the whole region, and 
mot a square yard of territory for miles between 
Morris and Minooka Station was left unexplored. It 
happened that the ground was covered with snow, 
but the keenest scrutiny failed to reveal any sig- 
nificant footprints, and the search parties returned 
after many hours, having made only a single dis- 
covery.

badly informed story writers. In his experience of 
over 25 years Mr. Murray never wore stich a dis- 
guise, nor knew of any reputable detective who did. 
In this expedition the detectives simply assumed the 
characters and general style of the persons they were 
thrown with, passing for men of sporting tastes from 
the East; and, having satixfied the people they met 
that they meant no harm, they had no difficulty in 
obtaining such news of McCoy and the others as 
there was. Unfortunately, this was not much. 

After going from one city to another on yarious 
clews, hearing of one member of the gang here and 
another there, and in each instance losing their 
man, the detectives finally brought up in New Or- 
leans. They had spent five or six weeks of time 
and a large amount of money, only to find them- 
selves absolutely without a clew as to the where- 
abouts of the men they were-pursuing. They were 
much discouraged when a telegram from Mr. Pinker- 
ton told them that “Butch’’ McCoy was back in 
Galesburg, where they had first sought him. Pro- 
ceéding thither with all dispatch, they traced McCoy 
into a saloon, and there three of them—-John Smith, 
representing the Rock Island Railroad: John Mc- 
Ginn, for the Pinkerton agency, and Frank Murray, 
working for the newspaper—with drawn revolvers 
captured him, in spite of a desperate dash he made 
to escape. 

McCoy’s capture was the @ccasion of much felicita- 
tion among the people interested in the matter. Mr. 
St. John and the editor were confident that now the 
whole mystery of the express robbery would be 
solved and the murderer convicted. But McCoy 
showed on trial that he had left New Orleans to 
eome North only the night before the murder and 
had spent the whole of that night on the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad. It also appeared that McCoy's as- 
sociate, Connors, was in jail at the time of the rob- 
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“You fool, you have put a rope around Watt's 
and my neck!” 
bery, and that the man “Jeff'' was dead. ‘Thus the 
whole Plunkett story was exploded. 

Some time before this the man who had ridden 
on the free pass, and given the detectives so much 
trouble, had been accidentally found by Jack Mul- 
lins, a brakeman on Conductor Danforth’s train. 
He proved to be an advertising solicitor, employed 
by no other than that self-same newspaper, which 
would hare given a thousand dollars to know what 
its agent knew; for the advertising man had seen 
the conductor bring out the valise containing the all- 
important fragment of the draft. But he had not 
realized the value of the news in his possession, and 
Mr. Pinkerton took good care to keep him from 
that knowledge. Not until he had seen the man 
safely on a train out from-Chicago did Mr. Pinkerton 
breathe easily; and it was not until months later 
that the editor learned how near he came to getting 
a splendid “scoop” on the whele city and country. 

The identification of the pass holder removed the 
last possibility that the valise had been taken into 
the train by any of Condector Danforth's passen- 


gers. And yet the valise was there! How came it 
there? In the course of their examination two of 
the passhgers had testified to having seen Schwartz 
enter the toilet room during the run. Brakeman 
Jack Mullins stated that he had been in the same 
room twice that night, that the second time he 
had noticed the valise, but that it was not there 
when he went in first. Other witnesses in the car 
were positive that the person who entered the room 
last before the time when Mullins saw the valise was 
Schwartz. Thus the chain of proof was tightening, 
and Mr. Pinkerton sent for Schwartz. 

After talking with the brakeman in a semi-confi- 
dential way for some time, the detective began to 
question him about Watt, his fellow trainman. 
Schwartz said he was a good fellow, and, in general, 
spoke highly of him. Mr. Pinkerton seemed to 
hesitate a little, and then said: 

“Can I trust you, Schwartz?” 

“Yes, sir.”’ 

“Well, the fact is, I am a little suspicious of Watt. 
You see, his story about that hand overhead does 
not exactly hang together. I don’t want to do him 
any wrong, but he must be looked after. Now, my 
idea is to have you go about with him as much as 
you can, see if he meets any strangers or spends 
much money, and let me know whatever happens.

Schwartz readily consented, on the assurance that 
the railroad people would give him leave of absence.

“That’s a simple thing,” Dr. Abrams 
went on. “But mental energy caa be 
detected almost as easily. Particularly 
the energy from a developed mind. I 
have measured the brain energy that 
emanated from the poet, Edwin Mark- 
ham. while he was engaged in poetic 
composition, having a spell of inspira- 
tion, so to speak. It measured 64 
ohms. Immediately after that I meas- 
ured the power of an electromagnet 
which had a lifting capacity of 425 
pounds to the square inch.

“vital energy,” or life span, by blood 
tests was based upon Dr. Abrams’ study 
of the multitude of patients who came 
under his observation, many of them in 
a dying condition when they reached 
him. Using the same chart, other pre- 
dictions of death were made by him, 
and were fulfilled.
